Also 
attending the meeting were City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin, 
Planning, Community Develop- 
ment Director Celia Craze and, 
representing the Greenbelt Police 
Department, Captain Thomas 
Kemp, Sgt. Marie Triesky and 
MPO Edward Holland. Triesky 
is a squad supervisor; Holland is 
the department’s Partnership Of- 
ficer for Franklin Park.

The evening’s main topics 
were updates by city staff on 
resident complaints, upkeep and 
improvements at the apartment 
complex, outstanding property 
maintenance issues and violation 
notices. The annual inspection 
and licensing program and public 
safety were other issues. Craze 
and Kemp provided update re- 
ports in all of those areas. 

Franklin Park representatives 
engaged council on a proposed 
pedestrian path from the apart- 
ments located at the end of Ed- 
monston Road leading to and 
from the Springhill Lake Rec- 


reation Center and Cherrywood 
Lane and recent lease of space 
for a community health clinic to 
be operated by Community Clin- 
ic, Inc. (CCI), a nonprofit com- 
munity-based health care agency 
serving residents of Montgomery 
and Prince George’s counties. 
CCI serves adults and children in 
need of primary health care and 
nutrition and food supplement 
services under the federal Wom- 
en, Infants and Children (WIC) 
program.

city council adopted legislation 
in October 2003 to place more 
than 200 acres of city-owned 
woodland into initial areas of the 
preserve. 

Even so, the ordinance was 
not without controversy. A\l- 
though it was adopted unani- 
mously by the city council, this 
might not have happened when 
it did except for swift motion by 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
to “call the question,” bringing 
the issue to a vote without further 
discussion. 

Both the city’s Park & Rec- 
reation Advisory Board and its 
Youth Advisory Committee had 
argued to delay action until fur- 
ther consideration could be given 
to long-term plans for park and 
recreational needs. 

The new legislation had bite: 
a city council could not remove 


land from the preserve without a 
super-majority vote and unauthor- 
ized removal of natural resources 
from the preserve was a misde- 
meanor carrying a fine of $1,000 
per violation. 
Excessive Clearing 

It was therefore not surprising 
that Ruth Kastner, present chair 
of the Forest Preserve Advisory 
Board (FPAB), was astonished to 
see what she described as signifi- 
cant clearing of trees and vegeta- 
tion in the preserve adjacent to 
the community garden plots and 
entrance to the Hamilton Cem- 
etery. This occurred on Tuesday, 
November 20, just before the 
Thanksgiving weekend. Kastner 
knew this work had not come 
before FPAB and she wanted to 


know if the city had ordered it.

Learning to Speak Spanish 
At Greenbelt Middle School

Walk into Kendal Galiber’s 
room and you’d better be ready 
to speak Spanish. One of the 
first phrases she teaches her stu- 
dents is “How do you say... in 
Spanish?” So even when they’re 
goofing around, kids should be 
practicing and getting comfortable 
in a new language. 

Galiber, a first-year teacher at 
Greenbelt Middle School (GMS), 
is in her eighth year of teaching 
middle schoolers in the county. 
“T like the silliness, the goofiness 
of middle school,” she says ex- 
plaining her choice of age group. 
“They’re still playful. Not too 
old for games or prizes.” 

Her classes aren’t quiet work 
periods — or at least not usually. 
Students come in and start on the 
warm-up activity. If the warm-up 
is a review, they may be talking 
with a partner. 

For the main part of the class, 
she asks students to use new 
vocabulary words in a new for- 
mat, such as writing a free-form

poem in Spanish. Then they 
may present their work or talk 
with partners again. For a few 
classes, students watched the 
movie The Lion, The Witch 
and The Wardrobe in Spanish, 
practicing their listening and 
understanding.

Brooks Teaches Health, 
Good Choices at GMS

Becoming an educated adult 
means learning more than Read- 
ing, Writing, and Arithmetic. And 
in Danielle Brooks’ health class at 
Greenbelt Middle School (GMS), 
students learn some of the basics. 

“This is real life,” says 
Brooks. Every kid in the Mary- 
land public school system has to 
take health in middle school and 
high school. Her classes discuss 
the consequences of choices they 
will need to make in life. 

One of many posters in her 
room shows The Health Triangle. 
One side is physical, one side 
is emotional and the last side is 
social. The sides support each 
other, a point Brooks wants the 
kids to think about as they face 
difficult issues. For example, at 
some point everyone decides to 
smoke or not to smoke. Brooks 
wants kids to understand what 
happens physically (as well as 
emotionally and socially), when 
people smoke. 

The classes also discuss bul-

lying, drugs and sex — sensitive 
topics for any age. But getting 
middle schoolers to open up 
seems like a tall order. Her ap- 
proach is to be open, no-nonsense 
and respectful. 

“T try to meet the kids where 
they are and where I am. I have

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Early 2013 Renovations 
For Old Greenbelt Theatre

At the close of 2012 it appears 
the long-awaited renovations to 
the city-owned Old Greenbelt 
Theatre may be underway early 
in 2013. 

Planning for major renova- 
tions for the historic theater 
began almost as soon as the 
city purchased the theater from 
the Roosevelt commercial cen- 
ter owners more than a decade 
ago. The main reasons for de- 
lay have been lack of adequate 
capital funding for necessary 
renovations, determination of 
what specific improvements 
were most needed and whether 
the project should be done all 
at once or in phases. According 
to Celia Craze, director of the 
city’s Planning and Community 
Development Department, the 
start of the renovation project 
could get the green light early 
in 2013. 

The estimated budget for the 
project is about $800,000, an

amount possibly increased by 
additional grant funding from 
the state or other organizations. 
Craze estimates the project could 
take from three to six months for 
completion. It is the city’s belief 
that proposed renovations would 
require the theater be closed 
while work is underway. 

The actual renovation and 
improvements being considered 
include primarily the theater lob- 
by and entrance areas, the bath- 
rooms, projection room, possibly 
the exit doors from the theater 
area and possible removal of 
some seats in the theater to better 
accommodate handicapped pa- 
trons. Also planned are technolo- 
gy upgrades for the theater screen 
and movie projection equipment. 
Craze noted that these technology 
upgrades may be candidates for 
possible grant funding. 

Timing and planning issues 
will be subject to final approval 
by council early in 2013. 


The Income Restrictions 
For Pioneer Applicants 


In the Greenbelt News Review 
issue on December 20, Sally 
Sims Stokes addresses how the 
1937 pioneer families of Green- 
belt were selected. She listed 
employer, family size, religion 
and race. Not included was in- 
come limits. 

According to Cathy D. Knep- 
per, page 31 of Greenbelt, Mary- 
land: A Living Legacy of the 
New Deal, published in 2001: 
“The FSA used several criteria 
to select the 885 families. In- 
come limits eliminated many 
prospective residents. The Re- 
settlement Administration origi- 
nally stated that Greenbelt res- 
idents would be low income 
workers but later altered the 
norm to modest income. 

The income range allowable 
for a family of four was between 
$1,100 and $2,000 and for a fam- 
ily of five between $1,200 and 
$2,100. Families with incomes 
$50 above or below these limits 
were accepted if they met the 
other guidelines. The small size 
of the units dictated that only 
families with six members or 
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fewer could be accepted. Heads 
of families had to be at least 21 
years of age; families of younger 
children received preferential con- 
sideration.” 

Knepper further notes, on pag- 
es 32-33: “The original selection 
plan stated: ‘The family should 
desire to meet objectives of the 
community, namely to raise their 
standard of living by taking ad- 
vantage of the improved living 
conditions offered; as well as 
to participate in a cooperative- 
minded community for the mu- 
tual advantage of the group both 
from the economic and social 
standpoints.” To make decisions 
on these factors, a staff investiga- 
tor conducted a home interview, 
determining if a genuine need ex- 
isted for adequate housing and if 
the family seemed economically 
stable. FSA staff obtained credit 
data on prospective residents, as 
well as information from employ- 
ers and landlords.”

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Frederick PR Baluch 

Longtime former Greenbelter 
Frederick P. Baluch, 88, died 
on Sunday, November 18, 2012, 
at his Greenbelt residence on 
Southway surrounded by family 
and friends. 

He worked for the Washing- 
ton, D.C., public schools from 
1950 until 1979 as a teacher and 
later as a principal of Emery 
Elementary School in Northeast 
Washington, D.C. After retire- 
ment he moved to the Rainbow 
Farm in Freeport, Ohio.

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Barulli Thrilled Py the Big Aha! Moment

Ashley Barulli has spent her 
whole teaching career at Spring- 
hill Lake Elementary School — 
nine years total — seven as a 
second grade teacher, two in the 
third grade. I suggested that they 
must have liked her so much 
when she did her student teaching 
there, they didn’t want to let her 
go. A tad shyly, Barulli said “the 
staff here really grows on you; 
they become like a family. I just 
don’t want to leave... .” 

In addition to teaching the usu- 
al litany of subjects — “Everything. 
Reading, writing, English, social 
studies, science,” Barulli even 
teaches health sometimes, “when 
there’s no specialist to do it, no 
PE teacher — then I do it.” 

Another oddity of her job is 
that her students’ families are 
disproportionately transient. The 
children of military personnel 
from Andrews Air Force Base 
and elsewhere occasionally arrive 
and leave in the middle of the 
semester. 

“A new one enrolled yesterday 
(December 4); this means the roll 
changes; it is hard; I’m not sure 
what skills he has, what he’s been 
taught or if he has learned it. Can 
he tell time? Has he learned syn- 
onyms, antonyms yet? I do a lot 
of assessing on the spot.” 

Barulli also has “a bag ready” 
for newcomers with a name tag, 
paper, pencils, the tools of the 
student trade. 

She teaches how to tell time 
— digital and analog — so that 
students will know the difference 
between “eleven-thirty, 11:30, and 
half past eleven.”

Poet Tree 

As she gives me a tour of 
her classroom I notice a big 
green “Poet — Tree” on the bul- 
letin board. Its branches illustrate 
rhyme, repetition, assonance, al- 
literation and other poetic maneu- 
vers. Barulli shows me “School 
Daze Rap” by Bruce Lansky, one 
of her stack of poetry anthologies 
she keeps in the classroom. 

Barulli has the students stage 
brief plays, especially during the 
holiday season: The Grinch, Polar 
Express, Gingerbread Boy. Sens- 
ing my interest, she asks “So you 
want to see a demo?” 

“Sure!” 

And right there on her I-phone 
she showed me her little darlings 
acting out a fishing expedition — 
throwing out invisible lines, reel- 
ing in invisible fish, having a ball. 

She teaches thematic units — in 
social studies, for example, she 
taught elections as a theme during 
the presidential campaign. “So I 
taught them when African-Amer- 
icans got the vote, when women 
got the vote. 


This led to questions about 
slavery and migrating westward. 
So we did a little bit of work 
about wagon trains.” 

“Why did you choose teaching 
as a career?” 

Pause. “No profound reason. 
I always enjoyed being with kids. 
I babysat a lot.” 

“Any role models?” 

“No. My family has a few 
teachers, though. My dad got 
a teaching degree and worked in 
trucking and construction before 
finally teaching. He became a 
high school vice principal in New 
Jersey. My uncle taught high 
school biology in New Jersey, 
too.” 

“Do you take work home?” 

Big sigh here. “Yes, I have 
to take paperwork home — plan- 
ning, grading, making charts .. . 
it makes for a long day. I have a 
four-year-old son (Luke); I drop 
him off at 6:30 a.m. and pick 
him up on the way home (to An- 
napolis).” 

Barulli also teaches English to 
Spanish speaking ESOL students 
from 2 to 4 p.m. 

“What thrills you the most, 
professionally?” 

Predictably perhaps, Barulli 
said that the big Aha! moment 
when her students get what she’s 
teaching thrills her enormously. 

“You are obviously very happy 
here. What frustrates you, if any- 
thing?” 

After mulling a long while, as 
if she were compelled to come 
up with a beef, Barulli said that 
“planning and paperwork are time 
consuming and you have to fol- 
low the data — everything is

Octavia Gomes Enjoys Special Ed Challenge

Octavia Gomes is one busy 
young woman. As a first 
grade special education teacher 
at Springhill Lake Elementary 
School, she is immersed in the 
lives and concomitant educational 
bureaucracy connected to her 26 
six-to-seven year olds, almost 
from dawn to dusk. 

Her workday begins with 
breakfast in the classroom with 
her charges at 7:30 a.m. “Pan- 
cakes, milk, O.J,” says Gomes. 
“It’s free even for the teachers — 
very healthful.” Her students go 
home at 1:55 p.m. Gomes con- 
cocts lesson plans, tutors English 
for Speakers of Other Languages 
(ESOL) kids for extra pay until 
4:30 p.m., then takes paperwork 
home every night. 

Gomes doesn’t whine about 
the busyness. “My principal 
(Natasha Jenkins) and colleagues 
are very supportive; there’s a lot 
of record keeping, but it’s worth 
it.” The rewards of teaching are 
many, she says. 

“T love working with the chil- 
dren — building relationships 
with them. They are so curious 
and earnest. Their faces light up 
when they get it, whatever ‘it’ is 
that I’m teaching. One boy was 
struggling with reading — sud- 
denly he understood three-letter 
words and his eyes just lit up.” 

Co-teachers 

Gomes is a master of multi- 
tasking. She juggles her intricate 
workload with co-teacher Darcie 
Manosa. 

“We work together all day in 
the classroom. She teaches the 
general education students (20)

and I teach the special ed stu- 
dents (6), but necessarily we have 
a mixture of both.” 

Gomes and Manosa have ar- 
ranged the classroom into group 
tables of four to six kids each. 
Each “team” then thought up its 
own catchy nickname: Superflash, 
Kings and Queens, the Hockeys, 
the Cheetahs. 

Fatuous reporter: “The Chee- 
tahs don’t cheat, do they?” 

Gomes: “No, no, of course 
not.” 

“T use lots of resources, es- 
pecially on the internet,’ Gomes 
says. “For example, at home, 
I?ll find out which tactic works 
best to teach them to count by 
10s, then use the video in the 
classroom.” She showed me then 
how she hooks up her laptop and 
flashes the lesson onto a thick 
white plastic board. 

When I ask Gomes what she 
teaches, the curriculum content, 
she gives the immediate standard 
answer: “Everything. English, 
science, reading, writing, social 
studies.” 


Moi: “And you have ESOL 
students, too?” 
Gomes: “Yes, we have a 


big ESOL Hispanic popula- 
tion here from El Salvador and 
elsewhere and from Cameroun, 
too (French). My Spanish and 
French help me teach them Eng- 
lish.” 

Very impressed reporter: “You 
are trilingual!” 

Gomes: “No. I speak Spanish 
but I’m not Hispanic. I’m hardly 
flawless but I am proficient. It’s 
very helpful to conduct parent- 
teacher conferences in Spanish.” 

“Why Spanish if you aren’t 
Hispanic?” 

“I’m just interested in the cul- 
ture. I learned Spanish in second 
grade, French in first grade in 
Scotch Pines, N. J.” The New 
Jersey native has an undergradu- 
ate degree and a master’s in 
education from the University of 
Maryland, College Park. 

Winding Up 

Winding up the interview, I 
ask Gomes, “How do you keep 
your sanity?” 

Gomes, laughing: “Deep 
breaths, very deep breaths. And 
I vent at home at my housemate, 
an audiologist. And she vents 
at me.” 

Gomes: “I notice you are left- 
handed.” 

Moi: “Yes.” 

Gomes: “Me, too.” 

Moi: “All the smartest people 
are left-handed.” 

Gomes: “Of course.” 

Moi: “Why did you choose 
to be a teacher? When did you 
know that’s what you wanted?” 

Gomes, shrugging, smiling: 
“That’s the first thing I ever 
wanted to be.” 
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“T want them to use the language 
as much as possible,” Galiber 
says. 

Her job is to teach Introduc- 
tion to Spanish and Spanish I. 
Many students at GMS had nev- 
er studied a foreign language 
and her goal is to provide them 
“manageable chunks of the lan- 
guage.” 

However, she also has a large 
population of native speakers in 
her classes. All students in the 
Talented and Gifted program are 
required to take a foreign lan- 
guage. Since GMS offers only 
Spanish, native speakers are there 
with their classmates and she 
pushes the curriculum with those 
students. “Some are speakers but 
not writers or readers,” she ex- 
plains. “If we are reading a fairy 
tale as a class, I have them re- 
write the fairy tale from the point 
of view of a different character.” 
Ultimately she would like to see 
GMS offer another language for 
these students. 

Galiber came into teaching 
almost accidentally. She was 
fluent in Spanish after major- 
ing in Spanish Language and 
Literature at the University of 


Maryland College Park, but she 
didn’t know what came next. “I 
was sure I didn’t want to teach 
but didn’t know what I would 
do,” she says. Her mother sug- 
gested she substitute-teach while 
she thought about career options. 

To her surprise, she found 
she really liked the classroom. 
The next year Galiber finished 
the resident teacher program at 
Kenmoor Middle School, staying 
there for seven years before mov- 
ing to GMS. 

“T like it here. The kids have 
strong skills and I get a good 
sense of teamwork and communi- 
ty from the rest of the staff,’ she 
says. She adds that the teachers 
hang out in the hallways and 
talk. Her own projects overlap 
other disciplines, including his- 
tory, science and language arts. 

Galiber enjoys her classroom, 
but she would love to see the 
classroom enhanced. “Ideally, I'd 
like a language lab with listening 
stations, computers in the desks 
so students could manipulate the 
words and a network of native 
speakers to come in and talk with 
the kids.” And then have kids 
answer in Spanish, she adds. 
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no problem telling them about 
me,” she says. And for much of 
the class, she gets the students to 
drive the projects. 

Small Groups 

Her classes of 25 to 30 kids 
divide into small groups. The 
whole class hears the goal of the 
lesson. “Then I want them to 
answer, ‘How can we reach this 
goal?’” She says that individual 
groups discuss projects and create 
the rubric for their grades. “I get 
them to buy in.” 

Brooks has been teaching at 
GMS since 2004 and also is the 
school’s scheduler. Before GMS 
she taught at Gwynn Park Middle 
School for four years. In addi- 
tion she also taught Saturday high 
school. She mentors a group at 
GMS called the Golden Girls of 
Greenbelt. 

While every student is re- 
quired to take health, Brooks 
agrees that aiming to become a 
health teacher is unusual. She 
was the only student in her year 
at Delaware State University who 
majored in health solely. (Many 
others do health and physical 
education, she said.). 

Brooks career inspiration 
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came from her mom in a science 
field; her dad in education; and 
her own health teacher at Largo 
High School. “[He] was the best 
teacher. He just made everything 
so interesting.” 
Should Get an A 

She also strives not to over- 
whelm students by providing 
manageable amounts of informa- 
tion at one time. She answers 
with a laugh the rumors that 
health class is an easy A. “Abso- 
lutely. There is no reason some- 
one should not get an A. But 
you do have to do your work.” 

Brooks loves the classroom, 
but plans eventually to move on 
to a position of school leadership. 
She also enjoys going to school 
herself; having finished a master’s 
degree in school administration 
at Bowie State University. She 
hopes to go on for a doctorate 
in education law. 

In the meantime she creates 
a safe place for students to learn 
about choices they face. “They 
ask me everything,” she says. 
“Sometimes kids I don’t know 
ask me questions. And they’ll 
say anything and everything to 
me — but they say it respectfully.”

Misinformation, which would 
not be in short supply over the 
ensuing weeks, sprouted up al- 
most immediately when a gar- 
dener on the premises told her 
he had heard the clearing was 
being done to create an additional 
garden plot. 

Kastner sent an email to Celia 
Craze, director of planning and 
community development and staff 
liaison to FPAB, and to Lesley 
Riddle, assistant director of pub- 
lic works for parks, who oversees 
woodlands work done by city 
crews. Craze, who was out of 
town for the holiday, was un- 
aware of any clearing being done 
by the city. At first she won- 
dered if Pepco had wandered into 
the forest preserve and run amok 
with its tree trimming. She also 
checked with Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. to be sure they hadn’t been 
working in the area. 

Riddle, who was out of the 
office for a week, reported that 
a crew had been scheduled to do 
maintenance work in the garden 
area, including removal of inva- 
sive vegetation and trash, as well 
as some trimming. 

Petition to City Council 

Because Kastner thought the 
work being done was beyond the 
scope of what was permitted by 
the management and maintenance 
guidelines for the preserve and, 
because she believed the clear- 
ing had not been stopped, she 
sent a petition to the December 
10 regular meeting of council re- 
questing a public statement about 
the work, its purpose and whether 
it had been condoned by anyone 


from city government. 

At the meeting, Mayor Judith 
Davis asked for a written report 
from staff and said that Riddle 
and Craze would both attend an 
emergency FPAB meeting called 
for December 13 to discuss the 
matter with the board. Davis 
said her understanding was that 
clearing had been done in er- 
ror. At the council meeting she 
discouraged discussion, saying 
council should have more infor- 
mation. 

Nearly 20 people attended 
the December 13 FPAB meet- 
ing, including board members, a 
number of people affiliated with 
the Greenbelt Community Garden 
Club, as well as Craze, Riddle 
and Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts. Kastner called the meeting, 
she said, because there had been 
so much conflicting information 
she thought everyone needed 
to get on the same page. She 
stressed that because FPAB has 
responsibility for oversight and 
education regarding the preserve, 
it was important that they have 
access to accurate and consistent 
information. 

Garden Boundaries 

Although Kastner said she had 
planned on using the meeting 
time primarily to discuss restora- 
tion efforts, most of the meeting 
was spent instead in discussing 
what had happened in the garden 
area, why it happened, and “who 
knew what when.” In addition, 
the group discussed a contrib- 
uting factor: the need to more 
clearly define boundaries between 
the gardens and the preserve.

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The issue had been identified as 
a significant problem last July in 
a worksession of council with the 
Garden Club. 

Craze explained that the clear- 
ing that was supposed to have 
been done had been agreed to in 
response to a request by garden 
club members at the July meet- 
ing to remove invasive vegetation 
and to mow edges of pathways 
to improve access. Although the 
gardens are located in the pre- 
serve, they are defined as a con- 
tingency use, with the result that 
public works crews may remove 
invasive vegetation and trees, 
dead and unhealthy trees, as well 
as pruning canopy branches that 
block the sun, in order to keep 
the gardens functional. Because 
of other work, the Public Works 
Department had put this work off 
until November. 

It Was a Mistake 

Although Riddle thought the 
work crew had a clear under- 
standing of the scope of work 
and its relevant boundaries, they 
apparently had not. As a result, 
they had gone considerably fur- 
ther than authorized in removing 
invasive vines and trees. 

In a December 10 memo from 
Riddle to City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin, she said this over- 
stepping had been a mistake not 
the result of any ill intent. She 
said the excessive removal oc- 
curred mostly in areas of heav- 
ily invasive wisteria and that, 
in addition to the vegetation, 
substantial garbage and debris 
accumulated from years of garden 
use had also been removed.

Despite assurances, written 
and verbal, from Riddle and 
Craze that this was simply a 
mistake — that the city had dis- 
patched crew members to do 
work but that the crew had kept 
on going beyond the authorized 
limits — the notion that all of this 
work must have been done at the 
city’s behest seemed as persistent 
as the wisteria. 

In an email to some members 
of the Garden Club, Craze said 
that all of the work which had 
been done was for the purpose 
of removing invasive vegetation 
and for clearing to provide better 
access. In context, it is clear she 
intended to convey that none of 
the work, authorized or not, was 
for the purpose of creating a new 
garden plot or for any other pur- 
pose; however, her remark was 
referenced by Kastner a number 
of times as implying that “all” 
of the work had been ordered by 
the city. 

When Did It Stop? 

No certain information has 
been provided on whether any 
clearing might have continued 
on Wednesday, November 21, 
the day after Kastner emailed 
Riddle and Craze. The city was 
closed for Thanksgiving from 
November 22 through November 
25. Riddle said when she was 
able to return to work on Mon- 
day, November 26 and inspected 
the site, she stopped all clearing 
and tree removal and directed the 
crew to clean up all the brush 
and trash that had been created 
by their work. McLaughlin also 
contacted Public Works on the

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26th, confirming the stop-work 
and cleanup orders. 

Kastner and Roberts both be- 
lieved, however, that clearing had 
not stopped immediately. Roberts 
made two calls to McLaughlin, 
one to report the work in prog- 
ress and a second to ask why it 
had not yet been stopped. There 
is some question about the timing 
of these calls, though McLaughlin 
believes he may have received 
them at home on November 25 
and December 2. 

In response to the second call, 
McLaughlin said he explained 
that although there had been no 
clearing after the Thanksgiving 
weekend, extensive cleanup from 
the completed work had indeed 
been undertaken. 

Moving On 

Eventually everyone has 
agreed it was time to put the 
occurrence behind them and to 
try to move forward. There was 
agreement as well that avoiding 
future problems required prior- 
ity. They agreed staff should 
work together with the Garden 
Club to determine a method for 
delineating boundaries for the 
garden area and physically mark- 
ing them. 

At its next meeting on January 
24, FPAB will review the process 
laid out in preserve guidelines 
for the garden area and for what 
work requires advance notice 
to FPAB to be sure that guide- 
lines provide sufficient direction 
for both board and staff. The 
board will also discuss a restora- 
tion plan for areas that had been 
cleared by mistake in November.

management mentioned they have 
sponsored 22 major community 
events over the past two years, 
have bolstered their recycling 
program and are close to comple- 
tion of consolidation of all of 
the individual building laundry 
rooms into larger, centrally lo- 
cated modern laundry facilities. 
They also said the vacancy rate 
for the complex is down to ap- 
proximately 10 percent. 
Planning 

Craze provided a written re- 
port on issues tracked by her de- 
partment that included a marked 
reduction in resident complaints. 
Although the number of com- 
plaints is greatly reduced, primary 
issues raised by residents stem 
from infestation, water leaks and 
resulting defective surface condi- 
tions from those leaks. 

Craze noted that property 
exteriors indicate improvements 
and repairs. She noted that 
dumpster issues raised last year 
have been addressed. However, 
unlike the exterior improve- 
ments, the interior common areas 
continue to require additional 
and ongoing attention. She said 
the now-vacant laundry rooms in 
individual buildings are experi- 
encing water leaks from lack of 
attention to fixtures left by the 
contractor removing the laundry 
equipment. 

Franklin Park representatives 
said they are in the process of 
remedying these issues. Craze 
also expressed concern that the 
now vacant laundry rooms re- 
main prone to break-ins and that 
the owners need to insure they 
remain secure. 

In addition, Craze said her 
staff continues to see during their 





annual inspections and during 
day-to-day inspections a number 
of “discharged” fire extinguishers. 
She has encouraged Franklin Park 
to identify alternatives for the 
building entry fire extinguishers. 
Annual Inspections 

With some minor exceptions, 
all 2011 annual inspection viola- 
tions have been addressed. Craze 
reported that the remaining 2012 
violation notices stem from 1m- 
portant safety issues such as re- 
pairs to fire walls, replacement of 
fire doors and providing the city 
with a fire suppression system 
report. That report would include 
the sprinkler system, pull stations 
and pressure hydrant tests. Craze 
emphasized that such a report 
should be supplied by the end of 
this year, and that all deficiencies 
should be repaired no later than 
January 31. 

Another outstanding issue is 
a lack of permits for Franklin 
Park’s identification and direc- 
tional signs erected last year 
by the owners. Craze remind- 
ed Franklin Park that city and 
county permits are required and 
continuation of this zoning viola- 
tion remains a code violation that 
cannot be allowed. 

She indicated that securing 
the necessary permits will be an 
item in the 2013 annual inspec- 
tion report and, if not resolved by 
the time the 2013 annual license 
expires, the 2014 annual license 
will not be issued. Her report 
also stipulated that all outstanding 
violation notices since Fieldstone 
Properties acquired the complex 
will need to be resolved or no 
license will be issued for the 
licensing year beginning June 
1 and running through May 31,

Public Safety Issues 

Public safety issues were ad- 
dressed by Captain Kemp and 
the other police representatives. 
He presented crime trends from 
2010 through 2012 indicating, 
that while Franklin Park repre- 
sented 56 percent of all crimes 
committed in Greenbelt, overall 
crime was down in all categories 
throughout the city except for 
burglaries. 

He also noted that rise in bur- 
glaries is a regional trend which 
nearly all Maryland police agen- 
cies are dealing with. He and 
Set. Triesky discussed recent 
gains made in addressing the bur- 
glary problems but were neces- 
sarily hesitant to discuss specific 
details about the various methods 
used by the department to address 
the problem. 

They discussed police efforts 
in teaming with the Franklin Park 
staff during the past year to 1m- 
plement more stringent criminal 
history checks, quicker action to 
remove known lawbreakers from 
the property, the use of security 
cameras and the use of private 
security. 

Kemp also noted that the 
“Agents as Owners” program, 
where Greenbelt officers are able 
to arrest individuals who commit 
crimes in private developments as 
“trespassers” if they return to the 
area after having been notified, 
remains a viable and successful 
program. 

MPO Holland, as long time 
Greenbelt officer and Franklin 
Park resident, reported firsthand 
how he has seen overall safety 
improve over the past year or so 
in Franklin Park.
